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Status of the Claims 

Receipt is acknowledged of the Applicant's response filed on 3/1/10. 
Claims 1 , 1 0, 1 2 - 1 4, 1 6, 1 8, 20, 23 and 24 have been amended. Claims 6,11, 
21 and 22 have been cancelled. Claims 1 - 5, 7 - 1 0, 1 2 - 20, 23 and 24 are 
now pending. 

Response to Remarks 

Claim 1 has been amended to include that both stages of crystallization 
require the presence of a gas at a dew point of less than or equal to -1 0°C, and 
has been amended to include specific dew point settings to achieve specific 
increases in IV, which are sufficient to overcome the prior art of record and as 
such the rejections of record are hereby withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

In claim 7, line 2, change "230 °C" to - - 230 °C. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 - 5, 7 - 1 0, 1 2 - 20, 23 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable over the closest references of HALEK et 

al (US 4,223,128) and of OTTO et al (WO 03046045, using US 7,262,263 as 

translation). 

HALEK discloses a process for producing polyesters comprising 
crystallizing the polyester in a crystallizer and in a stabilizer. The crystallization in 
the stabilizer is carried out in the presence of a gas with a dew point of less than 
about -30°C. HALEK discloses that the crystallization stage is carried out at 1 10 
- 240°C and the stabilization stage is carried out at 180 - 220°C. 

HALEK fails to teach a dew point of less than -1 0°C, fails to teach a dew 
point in the crystallizer, and fails to teach the specific dew points claimed for the 
specific increases in IV. 

OTTO discloses a method for producing polyesters comprising 
crystallizing the polyester in the presence of a gas with a dew point of 20°C to - 
50°C, carried out in two stages, the first at 1 70 - 21 0°C and the second at 1 90 - 
220°C. 

OTTO fails to teach the claimed dependency of dew points to the increase 

in IV. 
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No prior art teaches or fairly suggests the claimed method of producing 
polyesters having a desired I.V. value, the method comprising: 

a) crystallizing a polyester material in two stages, wherein the 
crystallization is carried out in the presence of a gas with a dew point of less than 
or equal to -1 0 °C in the two stages, the first stage being carried out at a lower 
temperature than the subsequent stage; and 

b) setting the dew point of the gas to a particular value to obtain a desired 
rise of I.V. value of the polyester of 

(i) about 0 dl/g to about 0.02 dl/g and the dew point of the gas is set to 
about -10°C to about -20 °C; 

(ii) about 0.02 dl/g to about 0.04 dl/g and the dew point of the gas is set to 
about-15°Cto about -25 °C; 

(iii) about 0.04 dl/g to about 0.06 dl/g and the dew point of the gas is set to 
about -20°Cto about -40 °C; 

(iv) about 0.06 dl/g to about 0.08 dl/g and the dew point of the gas is set to 
about -30 °C to about -55 °C; or 

(v) about 0.08 dl/g to about 0.1 dl/g and the dew point of the -as is set to 
about -45°Cto about -75 °C. 

Applicant further submits a Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 detailing to 
be the inventor of the '263 prior art and that said invention does not teach or 
suggest to set the dew points of the gas in two crystallization stages to the 
particular values claimed in order to obtain the desired rise in IV.
